The 
power of a Legislative body to select its own place of meeting is fully 
established by abundant precedent. 

Your committee cannot refrain from an expression of surprise, that 
the Hon, Secretary should have selected a place of meeting, at once un- 
healthy, and inconvenient; and especially that such a place should be 
selected, in defiance of a law, with which, from his official position he is 
supposed to be familiar.

‘Sanur LAKE Orry, UTAH TERRITORY, JANUARY 9, 1872. 
GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


In thus assembling to discharge the duties devolving upon us, by 
the Organic Actof the Territory, if should be our first duty to make 
known our gratitude to Almighty God, for His goodness to us, as a 
people, and to ask his guidance in all that we do at this session. We 


_ are, for the time being, the custodians of the people's interests.— 


The responsibility is great. Let us so use the trust committed to us, as 
best to conduce to the welfare and prosperity of those whom we serve. 


LITTLE LEGISLATION NEEDED. 

In my judgment, but lttfle legislation is necessary at this time. A 
Statute overburdened with needless enactments is a public nuisance. It 
is a well known principle, however, that laws to be effective, must keep 
pace with public necessities. Hence, in the rapid growth and develop- 
ment of this community, in populatien, and wealth, and commerce, and 
enterprise, laws, enacted in wisdom and good judgment, which met 
the demands of, the public two years ago, are wholly inadequate to-day. 


MINING LAW RECOMMENDED. 

Great changes have becn wrought in Utah since the last Session of 
the Legislative Assembly. The rapid and profitable development of 
her mines, unparalleled in richness and extent, has called hither.a vast 
Population, and invited capital from every portion of the civilized world. 

justice therefore, to the owners of mines, and for the peace and good 
name of the Territory, I earnestly recommend the passage of a plain, 
judicious and comprehensive mining law. Necessity demands it. Let 
the strong arm of the law hold in subjection that class of men, enemies 
to justice and honor, who prey upon the mining communities, and rob 
honest men of their property. The bona fide owners of mines should 
be made to feel that, under the law, their rights aresecure. That com- 
munity deserves the greatest praise which gives the best protection to its 


. Citizens. And it is earnestly desired that Utah should be known for its

SECRETARIES FEES. 


Section 2 of the Organic Act requires the Governor to commission 
all officers who -shall be appointed to office, undér the laws of:the 
Territory. "This imposes a heavy burden upon the Secretaty of the 
Territory who has to issue these commissions. No provision is made, 
whatever, for this compensation. Thisis unjust. I recommend that a 
liberal fee be allowed him for such service, and that the -persons com- 
missioned be made to pay the same. kt 


TERRITORIAL OFFICERS. 


Section 7, of the Organic Act of this' Territory provides, among 
other things, that “the Governor shall nominate, and with the advice 
.and consent of the Legislative Council, appoint all officers not therein

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AUDITOR'S REPORT. 


His EXCELLENCY GEORGE L. Woobs,: 
2 : GOVERNOR OF UTAH. 


Sir:—In compliance with your requisition of the 10th.inst., received late on the 
evening of the 15th inst., porn a report of one peonnin affairs of the Territory, 
T have the honor to submit the following report for the financial year ending December 
. Sist, 1870. The Section tf the law xeferred to in your communication requires the 

report to be handed in on or before the first day of November in cach year. The law 
was made when the Legislative Assembly convened early in December. The time of 
meeting of the Legislature has been changed to the second Monday in January, 
hence, it has been considered best to close the Auditor’s and Treasurer’s reports on 
the 31st of December, so as to émbraee as nmiuch-as possible the financial affairs of the 
Territory. A report of the finaneial affairs of 1871 would not, at this early day, amount 
to much, as there are yet but few of the County reports for the current year at hand, 
and until they are all received, a report would be very vague and unsatisfactory, for 
this reason I have presumed that it is the 1870 report you fae 

The first following statement shows the total value of property assessed in the 
several counties ‘for the ‘year 1870, as reported by ‘the County Clerks, amounting to 
thirteen millions, four hundred and fifty-five thousand, six hundred and thirty-six 
dollars, and, at one fourth'of one per cent., yielding’ a gross revenue of thirty-three 
thousand, six hundred and thirty-nine dollars and nine-cents. Estimating the cost of 
collecting, including customary remittances, ètc., fifteen per cent, or, say five 
thousand doHars, would give a-nett revenue for the yeat' 1870 of some twenty-eight 
thousand, six hundred dollars, and whieh has been subsequently proved to be nearly 
correct. ^" CNN IINE "e ad:

A Congressional Act, entitled, “An Act in relation to certain Territorial Peniten- 
tiaries,” approved January 10, 1871, provides that penitentiaries that have been, or 
may hereafter be, erected by the United States, shall be placed under the care and 
control of the Marshal of the United States for the Territory in which such peniten- 
tiary is situated. Anticipating that the United States Marshal would take possession 
of the penitentiary, under the provisions of said act, I made necessary arrangements 
to dispose of the convicts, under the provisions of the 5th Section of an act, entitled 
“An Act relating to the Penitentiary,” approved January 20th, 1860, and Section 3 of 
“An Act further defining the duties of the officersof the Penitentiary, and for other 
purposes," approved January 18th, 1861. i : 

On the 5th of June, I hired one of the convicts to J. M. Richardson, for the con- 
sideration of $30 per month. : E Ü 

On the 30th of July, I hired one to David Burnett for $26 per month. 

LI hired out the third and last Territorial convict that I had 

in custody, to C. J. Robson, for $16 per month : ‘

On the 28th of July, Marshal Patrick came to the Penitentiary, in company with 
Governor Woods, and demanded possession of the premises. I infornied him that the

For your better information 1 will inform you that from the 22nd of February, 
1862,to August 3d, 1871, there was expended by the Territory, for repairs and improves 
ments, $3,541,36, as shown on the books, less amount received for lumber, stone, etc., 
sold from the ruins, $90. Nett expense, $3,451,36; all of which Marshal Patrick took 
possession of, besides the vested interest of a private individual therein. 

On or about the 9th of August, a man purporting to be a United States Deputy 
Marshal, called and demanded the convict that was hired to Mr. Robson. I was 
pen: and demanded his authority for so doing. He replied it was the order of 

farshal Patrick. I declined to give him up without an order of Court, as he was 
committed to my charge by a mittimus from the Court. He said he had no order 
from Court, but should take possession of the prisoner, whereupon, I forbade him, 
and entered my protest before witnesses. The convict hired to Mr. Burnett was 
working in the inimedinte vicinity. I deemed him unsafe in that place, lest he should 
be taken and carried off, as the one above referred to. 

On the 13th of August, I revoked the deputy-wardenship of Mr. Burnett, took 
possession of the convict, notified the sureties of the deputy-warden that they were 
exonerated from any further liability for the safety of, or the execution of the sentence 
on said convict, and placed him in the City jail, for safe keeping for the time bein 
and made immediate preliminary arrangements with the County authorities of S i 
rpm County, for the use of the County jail for keeping all convicts not otherwis 

posed of. ES 

On or about the 8th of September, Marshal Patrick called on officer Hyde, the 
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jailor of the City jail, and demanded the delivery of the convict I had left in his 
custody. As he had no order of Court, nor my order, he refused to deliver him, and 
that evening notified me of the demand; whereupon, I addressed & note to Marshal 
Patrick, notifying him that I should not deliver the prisoner without an order from 
some Court of competent jurisdiction. On. the 9th, he called a second time, and on 
my refusing to order him surrendered, he called on the City Marshal, J, T. D. McAl- 
lister, who was the custodian, and on his refusing to deliver him, he threatened to 
arrest and imprison us at Camp Douglas, He also threatened to break the jail to get 

possession of the convict, and retired, purporting to go for help to break the jail. 

nstead of bréaking the jail, or committing us to Camp Douglas, he entered a com- 
plaint before Judge Hawley, in chambers, charging Marshal McAllister and myself of 
resisting a United States officer In thé discharge of his official duties. 

‘The investigation eontinuéd for several days, during which, Marshal Patrick testi- 
fied that he had no order of Court, nor papers of any kind pertaining tothe surrender of, 
or taking possession of the convict, r. Morgan, the acting attorney for the plaintiff - 
in the case, concluded his speech, by recommending or suggesting, that an order of 
Court be issued. Nevertheless, Judge Hawley directed that we’ beheld to bail, to 
answer to any indictment that might be found by the Grand jury against us, but gave 
no order.to have the convict delivered to the Marshal, MUN UP 

.On the 15th of September I took the convict from the City jail, and put him to 
work ‘under suitable guard; and on the 16th Marshal Patrick took him oyer-my' pro- 
test, and retired to parts unknown to me.

The Organic Act of Utah-is thé immediate source of all authority 
in the Territorial Government, Executive, Legislative and Judicial. 

“The object of the Act in question is to effect a change from'a Terri- 
torial toa State Government. Is that a subject of rightful legislation ? 
The only legislation contemplated in the Organic Act, is such as relates to 
the domestic concerns of the Territory. Certain it is, that the power to 
abolish the form of government given, and substitute another, at-will, 
was not conferred. A. wee 

The power that created, alone can destroy. This being true, it has 
been the uniform practice of Congress to confer that power through enab- 
lingacts. Nosuch power has been conferred upon the Legislature of Utah. 

Bills have been introduced"into both Houses of Congress for the pur- 

ose of authorizing the people of this Territory to organize a State 

overnment preparatory to admission into the Union. Without such 
authority, specially conferred, we have no rightto legislate upon that 
subject. Nor should we ien the fact that the policy of the Govern- 
ment, latterly, has been adverse to the admission of new States, with a 
population less than would entitle them, under the apportionment, to 
one representative in Congress. ..  . 

Inasmuch as Utah has nof the required number, would it not be 
wise for the Legislature to await the action of Congress in the premjses? 
I think so, To become a State in the Union is not a right, but a 
privilege. i 

Good judgment would Tea a therefore that, before any convention 
should be called, Utah should place herself in harmonious relations 
with the General Government. The first and highest duty of the citizen 
is obedience to Law.

the Legislature could not confer that power. No new light has been elicited on these 

quee by the recent discussions, nor by the arguments of the judges. I have noi, 
erefore, changed my opinion. ` 

At the March term of the Third Judicial District Court, 1870, which your Honors 
will observe was the first Court held after your last Session. On information in the 
nature of quo warranto, was filed by the United States on the relation of the United 
States Marshal against John D. T. McAllister, the Territorial Marshal, claiming in 
behalf of the United States Marshal.the right to be the executive officer of the 
District Courts, and of the Supreme Court, and to serve all the processes issued by 
either. To this the Territorial Marshal, Mr. McAllister, who had qualified and being 
commissioned as the law requires, appeared and disclaimed all rights to be the execu- 
tive officer of these Courts, or to serve their nos when they were exercising their 

urisdietion as Cireuit and District Courts of the United States; but claimed the right 
be the executive officer of these Courts and to serve their process when they were 
exercising their jurisdiction in cases arising under the ‘Territorial laws. The Court 
held that the United States Marshal had the x guns all cases, and entered a judgment 
of ouster against the Territorial Marshal, and instated the United States, Marshal. 
"This was removed to the Supreme Court of the Territory. ‘ 

In the month of August, 1870,as Attorney-General, I made application to the 
Judge of the Third Judicial District to apportion the Grand and Petit Jurors among 
the Counties of the District, which was granted and the venire issued, directed to the 
United States Marshal, as the Court before bad ousted the "Territorial Marshal, 'Phis 
writ was not served. : ' 

Major Hempstead, then the United States Attorney for Utah, madé'application to 
the Court for a venire fora Grand and Petit Jury, which was granted; returnable at 
‘the September term of that year. ~ : 

A. challenge to this pannel was overruled, and the Grand Jury sworn. This 
Grand Jury: was summoned by the United States Marshal from the body of the 
District, the Statute of Utah being entirely ignored. . m * 

Since this discussion overruled the challenge to the Grand. Jury, there have been 
many indictments found, but only two or three cases of punishment; and no case 
tried, I think, without an exception being taken to the Grand Jury: ; 

At the same September term, 1870, the United States on the relation of Mr. Charles 
H. Hempstead, filed an information in the nature ofa guo warranto against myself, as 
Attorney-General of the Territory, claiming that the United States Attorney was to 
discharge the duty of conducting all the business in the Courts, as well for the Terri- 
lory às for the United States. « 

To this I appeared in person, and disclaimed all right to conduct business in 
behalf of the United States, but claimed the right to conduct business in behalf of 
Bie Tetor, The Court, however, rendered judgment for the United States and: 
against me. 

This case was also removed to the Supreme Court of the Territory, and wag heard 
in connection with the case of the United States against McAllister, as both involved 
the same principles. i 

The judgment of the District Court in each of these cases was affirmed. As the 
principle involved in these cases was the same, I removed the case against myself to 


the Supreme Court of the United States, where it is now pending, 


If that Court sustains the Courts here it will produce a very serious revolution in 
the affairs of the Territory. It will settle thequestion of legislative power, so farasthat 
power relates to the Jurisdiction of the Courts; and so far as that power relates to the 
right of the Territory to appear in Courtby an attorney of its own selection; and so 
far as that power relates to selecting or appointing ministerial officers of Court, I 
add, that on mom UU Hn on I have been able to give, Y have failed, to 
find a case whe e Government of the United States has authorized, or where their 
Courts have sustained a proceeding in the name of the Unitéd States, against an officer 
of a State or of a Territory to oust him from office, except in cases arising under the 
14th amendment to the Constitution which was provided for by the Act of Congress 
of May 31,1870. By reference to my preceding statements the House wilk perceive 
that the Act of Uíah relating to the mode of procedure in selecting and -summoning 
Grand and Petit Jurors has been held invalid. NE NE. 

A Hosea Stout has, among others, been indicted forthe crime of murder by & 
Grand Jury summoned by the United States Marshal, who utterly disregarded the 
Utah Statute. On being arrested he made application fora writ of habeas corpus to 
the District Court of the Third Judicial District of the Territory ‘of Utah claiming 
that the indictment was not found by a lawful Grand Jury, and therefore, it was void.

REPORT. i 


The building of the City Asylum and Hospital commenced in y 
fall of 1869, and was erected under the auspices of the City Council of 
Salt Lake City, at a cost of $15,054,89, and was completed, furnished 
and formally opened for the reception of patients, and dedicated on the 
28th day of June, 1870. . 

The building contains sixteen commodious rooms, and has thus far 
proved ample for the number of patients admitted. . 

About twenty-five acres have been enclosed; with a substantial wire 
fence, laid out and planted with fruit and ornamental trees, grapes, etc. 
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The locusts and drought of the past summer, however, have injured 
them seriously, and retarded their growth. 

Adjoining the building, a large yard has been enclosed, laid out and 
planted, which the patients have access to in favorable weather, coniri- 
puting much to their health and enjoyment. Out buildings have been 
erected, sufficient for present necessities, and other improvements, such 
as a bath-house, ete., are also contemplated, which will add much to the 
sanitary condition of the building, and promote the health of its in- 
mates. 

The following table will show the admissions, discharges, removals 
and deaths of patients from its opening to December 31st, 1871:

The expense of keeping the patients has been assumed in some in- 
stances by their friends, in others by the several Counties where they re- 
sided, and by the Corporation of Salt Lake City. 

The nett amount paid for board for each patient is $5.25 per week, 
exclusive of care and attention, and the average current expenses from 
its opening until the present date is $249.89 per month. 

The patients are indulged, and have: that liberty compatible with 
their safety and condition, and their attendants exercise that degree of 
kindness which the unfortunates are entitled to, and that firmness neces- 
sary for the establishment of peace and good order.

Without discussing the question a8 to whether, under the Organic 
Act of the Territory, the Legislative Assembly, originally, had tlie right 
to create such Courts as the County Courts, it is deemed. sufficient to say 
that the issuance of a License by proper authority to any person forthe 
carrying on of any given business, is in the nature of a contract, which, | 
under our system, cannot be abrogated without the consent of both | 
parties to such contract. To invest the County Courts, even admitting | 
that such Courts have a legal existence, with such arbitrary power, | 
would be subversive of the rights of the citizens and ought not to be | 
done. Again: Section 3, provides that “the’annual amount which may | 
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be required for Licenses so granted,” *shall not be less than ten nor 
more than two hundred dollars,” leaving it entirely with the “County 
Cour? to determine the amounts which shall be charged persons 
engaged in the different kinds of business enumerated. 

Justice requires that all taxation shall be uniform. To that end, all 
laws authorizing the issuance of Licenses should specify the amount to 
be charged for each kind of business enumerated. 

Laws should always be so framed as to render impossible the 
exercise of arbitrary and unjust power by any of the constituted officers 
of the law. f

Gentlemen.—The Chancellor and Board of Regents of the University, beg leave to 
submit to your Honorable Body the following report: 

As was indicated, though not stipulated, the appropriation made by you at your 
last session, was used for the current expenses of the school, instead of liquidating the 
previously existing indebtedness. That indebtedness amounting to $2,051 08, stili 
remains unpaid. . 

In addition to this, there has accumulated, within the last two years, an in- 
debtedness of $3,986 97, making a total of $6,038 05, for which amount we respectfully 
ask your Hon. Body to make an appropriation, that the institution may be freed from 
its present embarassments, 

It is not deemed necessary to adduce argument to urge upon you the necessity of 
making the appropriation above asked for, as it must be evident to everyone that a 
school of this character cannot be sustained by tuition fees alone, and yet these have 
been our only resource, except such'donations as have been voluntarily given by gen- 
erous individuals, and the County and City of Salt Lake. The financial report of the 
executive committee, herewith attached, and marked A, will show in detan the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the University during the last two years. 

At present, owing to the absence of some of its Professors, who are travelling and 
visting educational institutions abroad at their own expense; the University is run- 
ning very nearly within its current receipts, and yet all the facilities for acquiring a 
thorough and substantial English education, are preserved. 

We ary happy in being able to report favorably concerntug University Lands. 

By advices from Washington, dated Jan. 5, 1871, the Register and Receiver of 
Utah were instructed to receive selections of land made 1n conformity with and as 
provided by law for the University. The Commussioners have located and entered in 
the Land Office in this City, 8,800 acres of land, and have selected some five or six 
thousand acres more, which are not yet entered. e" . 

These lands are chiefly located in Tooele and Rush Valleys and Sanpete County, 
and are principally grass lands, considered in this country the most valuable, and it is 
believed that a very considerable share of the two townships can be located within our 
rapidly growing settlements. We deem 1t mostadvisable, and eonsider that the publie 
educational interest will be best subserved by reine. these lands, às in the very 
near future they will doubtless double, if not treble in value. In this manner this 
valuable bequest of the General Government will be enhanced more rapidly and safely 
than by selling fhe land and investing in other securities for mere interest. 
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It is. preferable in our view, thatthe University should receive its needed nourishing 
support from the Legislative Assembly than that the land should be sold at any dis- 
advantage, or the principal obtained therefrom be infringed upon, unless, indeed, ata 
suitable time, a portion shall be applied for the erection of University Buildings. This 
policy, if pursued, will preserve in all time to come, that portion of the principal 
which will not be expended for buildings, as a fund on which interest can accrue for 


the support of the institution,

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REPORT OF AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


Balt Lake City, January 31, 1872. f 
To the Honorable, the Degislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah: 


Gentlemen:—The accompanying exhibit of the Deseret Agricultural and Manu- 
facturing Society shows 1ts financial condition at the present date. 

The Society, through its agents, has imported about $12,000 of blooded stock, 
mostly short horn Durham cattle, which have been purchased by the citizens of the 
Territory, the largest share of them has been retained in Salt Lake County. From 
Col. Peter Saxe were bought 24 full blooded Cotswold sheep which cost $2,530. 

The amount invested by the Agricultural Society in Durham stock, viz: $550 
although a blessing to the country, yet to the Society will probably accrue no financial 
profit, perhaps a loss. : 

The investment in the Fish Association is also a public benefit and the friends of 
the same are sanguine that it will result in much good to the Territory. In connec- 
tion with this department the report of the Superintendent of the Fish Association is 
herewith submitted. 

The Socibty deem it advisable to hold a Fair the coming season, and for this 
purpoge ask your honorable body to appropriate one thousand dollars to be awarded 
im premiums, and five hundred dollars to assist in holding such an exhibition as will

Hon. W. ‘Woodruff, President, and Directors of Deseret Agricultural and Manu- 
facturing Society: 


Gentlemen:—Pursuant to your request, I herewith submit a brief report of the 
preliminary preparations for the artificial propagation and cultivation of fish. 

In March, 1871, a co-operative association was organized by electing W. Woodruff 
President, G. Q. Cannon Vice-President, A M. Musser Secretary; these formed the 
Board of Directors, who appointed A. P. Rockwood Superintendent. Shares were 
taken to the amount of several hundred dollars. The City Council appropriated one 
hundred dollars to aid the experiment, and material aid was rendered by the Deseret 
Agricultural and Manufacturing Society to the amount of four hundred dollars. 

In April, 2 location was designated in Farmer’s Precinct, in Salt Lake County , 
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for the excavation of several ponds, building,dwelling and hatching houses, also other 
appendages. 

Spawners were procured on the head waters of Weber river, most of which are 
now in good condition. In June, spawners were obtained from Utah Lake, most of 
which died ín transit, or soon after being placed in the ponds. 

In July, I made a trip to the Eastern States, with a view of learning the praeti- 
cable niode of fish culture, and obtaining small fry for cultivation; and succeeded in 
bringing through several thousand, loosing in transportation about one-fifth of the 
amount purchased. Thespawners brought through are doing well. The spawning 
season was too far advanced before the ponds were in readiness, and spawners were 
procured for successful experiments last season; but all things will be ready, so far as 

nds, hatching houses, ete.; also a few spawners are ready, but much time and care- 
ul attention will be required to make this business a success. 

Some legislation is also necessary for the protection of imported: fish, Poner 
the oyster, shad, and blaek bass. And now that fish eulture comes forward us a we 
defined and true art, I believe it one of the first duties of our Legislature to pass such 
enaetments of general application, as shall ensure the rapid development of this art 
without forcing its followers to go through long, uncertain and tedious forms of specia 
legislation, to gain the protection that is necessary to success.

* Encouraged by the general action of the Deseret Manufacturing and Agricultural 
Society, a company was organized in Salt Lake City, for the purpose of introducing 
ure blooded Cachmere goats, having for its object, on one hand, to raise the pure 
looded goats, and again, by crossing with the common goat, to raise the grade of 
goats now in the country, by numerous crosses, nearly to the grade of the pure blood, 
thus enhancing their value. 

A, company was organized, of which John Taylor is President, Erastus Snow Vice- 
President, Walter E. Dodge Treasurer, Joseph E. Johnson Secretary, and Benjamin 
Johnson, sen., Superintendent. : 

Arrangements were made through Dr. Gorke B. Graff, of Omaha, who is a stock- 
holder, to purthase a flock of a Mr. Furnas, in Nebraska. The flock, then one hun- 
dred and twenty in numbér, were half pure bloods and full bloods; the other half 
variously graded; after loosing a few en route, the balance are now in good condition 
at Kanab, Kane County. 

Some of these goats are from Thibet, the interior of China, and others from Asia 
Minor, varying a little in style and breed, but very similar in size, wool, or hair; they 
are well known as the Cachmere or Angora goats. 

Mr. George Nebeker, who has charge of the Sandwich Island Mission, was writ- 
ten to by Mr. Harris, Secretary of State in those Islands, to make inquiries for, and 
obtain if possible, a few Cachmere goats for the benefit of those Islands, to elevate 
their commen breed. Mr. Taylor being applied to, organized a small company, in 
which himself, George Q. Cannon, George Nebeker, and Joseph E. Johnson, were 
interested. A small number of goats were purchased, and Mr. Nebeker takes them 
in the spring to the Sandwich Islands.

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Report of the Superintendent of Common Schools. 
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OFFICE OF SUPERINTENDENT oF CoMMON SCHOOLS, 
Salt Lake City, Utah, January 31, 1872. 


To the Honorable the Legislative Assembly of Utah Territory: 


Gentlemen:—In conformity with the provisions of law, the Superintendent ‘of 
Common Schools herewith submits the School Report for the year 1871. ' 


STATISTICS., 


The accompanying statistical table shows that there are 223 school districts in the 
Territory; twenty-five of which have failed to report. There are 268 schools and 858 
teachers; the school population reported is 28,737, of which 59.1 per cent. are enrolled, 
with an aetual attendance of 44 6 per cent. Schools generally are sustained by tuition 
fees, which range from two and a half dollars to eight dollars per quarter. 

The apathy and indifference manifested by the Trustees render the task of 
collecting the statistics very disagreeable and difficult It is respectfully submitted 
whether it would not be the better method to allow some reasonable compensation for 
this labor which could be performed by one of the Trustees, to whom the county 
Superintendent could address all communications with the assurance that the same 
would receive immediate attention. M 

T FINANCES. 


An era in our financial status dawns upon us’ With the advent of the great 
continental railroad came the speedy construction and operation of the Utah Central, 
connecting our Capital with the commerce of the world; and opening up facilities for 
the construction of internal lines, which are rapidly progressing and soon will bring 
into the competitive commercial arena the length of our entire Territory. The 
reputed richness of our country in mineral resources is now being successfully 
demonstrated. 

The immunity enjoyed in 1871 by the husbandman from the “raids” of the 
destructive grasshopper, which has for the four years preceeding either partially or 
entirely destroyed our crops, has been gratifying indeed, and has conspired, in 
combination with the developments named, to place us financially in a condition to 
increase our efforts for the aid and support of Common Schools. 

It is respectfully submitted whether the Territorial tax should not be increased 
one fourth of one per cent. and that this amount be appropriated for the use of Common 
Schools, also that ıt be enacted that the tax collected by the counties from railroads, and 
the licenses by cities from banks inure to the school fund. And it is further 
submitted whether the school fund is not the more proper to receive all fines, 
forfeitures and escheats. 

The lack of means meets Trustees on every hand whenever they commence 
operations in behalf of school interests, The legislature that shall open up channels 
by tapping the reservoirs of wealth and causmg them to flow into the school 
fund wil be the benefactors of the rising generation. Philantrophic trustees and 
teachers have done much towards schooling indigent children; this burden should 
not be borne, however, by any particular profession nor by individuals, but by the 
common wealth. 

` FREE SCHOOLS, 


The communications of County Superintendents favor the adoption of a system 
ot free schools. The public sentiment is sufficiently ripe to justify favorable legisla- 
tion looking to that end. Utah has made laudable efforts to Keep pace with the van of 
public progress. The enactment of her last Legislative Assembly, extending to females 
the elective franchise, would seem to reach a happy climax in this Assembly, inaugu- 
rating a system of free schools. 

Antecedent to this, however, it is respectfully submitted whether there is not an 
essential preparatory work, without which the results anticipated from such a system 
will fail of realization. 
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. , Taking advantage of the seventh Section in the presentschool code, which author- 
izes the assessmentand collection of one per cent., to pay teachers, several school 
districts have essayed to adopt free schools. The Superintendent had the pleasure of 
visiting one of these districts recently. On entering the primary department, in the 
basement of the building, it was immediately apparont that ventilation was not neg- 
lected, for fhe school teacher complained that about one-third of the panes of glass 
were broken; and seeing many pupils without text books, on inquiry, the fact was 
elicited that fifty per cent. of those in attendance were destitute of books, nor were 
charts or other aids brought into requsition to supply this deficiency. Another school, 
but a few rods distant, was also visited on the same occasion, where evils more 
grievous were presented. The building was small, poorly lighted, and entirely desti- 
tute of ventilation. The venerable matron in charge, was not slow to announce that 
she had seen over sixty summers; the substantial ferule held in her hand demonstrated 
that she had not been careless in acquiring the means of correction, and suggested the 
ide& that her notions of teaching were not modelled after the generally accepted mod- 
ern methods. One hundred pupils were committed to her charge, seventy-two of 
whom were ip attendance. The capacity of the room could not conveniently accom- 
modate over forty scholars. The herculean task assigned this veteran in the educa- 
tional cause disarmed criticism. 

The inhabitants of this settlement, however, were sailing under the free school 
banner; and no doubt, laying the flattering unction to their souls that their educa- 
tional status was glorious; and perhaps, there are few towns where in some directions 
more praiseworthy efforts in the interests of education have been made. 


Believing that the free school system was the panacea for all educational ills, this 
settlement had jumped from an humble educational sphere into the free school sys- 
tem. before they had built the necessary buildings, or been able to supply the aids 
absolutely needed to make the work in the school room approach success, and leaving 
almost entirely in the back-ground the hiring of teachers of acknowledged ability. 

If, in the judgment of the Assembly, itis deemed immature or inadvisable to 
inaugurate a system of free schools, the amendmentof the present school code 80 as to 
authorize districts by a two-thirds vote of the taxpayers in the same, to collect one and 
a-half per cent. to pay teachers, would enable many districts, that prefer the system 
of taxation, to do so sugcessfully. 


= NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The Superintendent renews his recommendation for the establishment of a Normal 
School, in which our youth intending to qualify themselves to become professional 
teachers, can do so at a minimum rate of expenditure. If the public block on the 
east of the 20th ward of Salt Lake City were secured, and suitable buildings erected 
thereon for a Normal School, with attached or adjacent rooms for the accomodating of 
pupils with bed and board, or matrons in charge who would for a slight remuneration 
cook the victuals of Normal pupils that miht choose to bring their own provisions, a 
stimulus would be given in a direction from which much good would redound to our 
school interests. Hach of the counties could have the privilege of sending a limited 
number of pupils in proportion to their school population, either gratuitously or ata 


nominal charge. 

It has been suggested that South Willow Creek, (Draper) would afford & good site 
for ormal School. In some respects it would be less objectionable than any part 
of Salt Lake City; and it has the recommendation of being one of the first school 
eee in Utah, to hire competent teachers and furaish the necessary school 
apparatus. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS. 


Upon the efficiency of this officer much of our educational success depends. 
When the time arrives that county courts have funds sufficient and are so fully alive 
to school interests that they will be willing tg employ practical educators of ability, 
allowing such a salary as will adequately compensate a county Superintendent for the 
employment of so much of bis time as may be necessary for the direction and 
regulation of the school in the county, then a step will be taken which cannot fail of 
producing & revolution greatly needed in our school system. 

Salt Lake County demands nearly the whole timé of an efficient county Superin- 
tendent, who should be a practical educator. Smaller counties may be divided into 
school districts with a district Superintendent who should be the officer to hold 
Institutes and give direction in the most approved methods of discipline and 
instruction to be adopted uniformly throughout the Territory. 
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a TRUSTEES, i 


, Tt is maintained by some of our educators that the Trustees in cities should be 

relieved by Educational Boards, whose Secretary should be City Buperintendent. 
County Superintendents universally complain of the laxity of Trustees, in 

furnishing statistics. If aught ean be done by 
Trustees it would certainly be a blessing to the school interests, for upon these 
officers who are immediately connected with the schools much depends. Whenever 
our financial condition is improved so that there shall be means in the hands of 
Trustees for school purposes, no doubt, many of the difficulties under which we are 
now laboring will be removed. 


SCHOOL TEACHERS, 


While every honest calling is honorable and no invidious distinction in favor of 
any profession or occupation sholud be made, yet in this Territory, it cannot be wrong 
to awaken reflections on the importance that necessarily attaches to the profession of 
aching, 

It needs but a moments thought to pronounce the teacher's duties paramount. 
To him is committed the immortal mind, fresh from the bosom of eternity; with all 
the latent qualities that pertain to immortality. As a certain author has well said: 
“When the Teacher labors to bring into operation all those faculties with which the 
minds of his pupils are endowed, and inspires by his enthusiasm their young hearts 
with a love for learning, and a reverence for the truths of science, he wakes to action 
the energies of a living soul, he tunes an instrument strung by the hand of the 
Creator, that will never cease to yield harmonious sounds. He disciplines and trains 
for usefulness in life those who come under his charge. Nor is the influence of that 
training confined to those who receive it. They go forth into life to impart to others 
in turn what they have realized. Without development, the mind of man is but a 
blank, a waste without beauty and without use. But when the band of culture is 
laid upon it, it praises 'álike the handiwork of the Creator, and the developments it 
receives from him who trains it." 


‘To the schoo! room we send the youth, whose plastic minds are open to receive 
their first and most lasting impressions. Shall we be careless and indifferent as to 
what these shall be ? 

To the teacher’s charge is committed, during school hours, sixty or more pupils- 
If he be incompefent,the valuable, and perhaps never to be recalled school opportunities. 
of so many are frittered away—passed by unimproved, and bad habits are formed, 
which may never be overcome. If he be skilfal and competent the amount of good 
that can be accomplished cannot easily be over estimated. Independent of the intel- 
lectual qualities imparted, which are prized so highly, who can estimate lightly the 
value of the moral training and examples which can be written upon the heart of the 
pupil, which may be ineffacable ? 

Experience in Utah has demonstrated that the cheapest teachers have been those 
that were professional, and whose abilities have commanded the highest salary, and 
vice versa. How long, then, shall it be ere we can accord cheerfully to teachers the 
salaries allowed to clerks, and other artizens, whose preparation does not involve the 
time and expense attendant upon that of the teacher. 

. The day, it is fondly hoped, has passed in Utah, when the debris of every occupa 
tion will be sought after, and improvised for the sehoolroom. The cry from north to 
south, is, “Send us competent teachers." Such are in demand, and the settlement 
that bas secured the services of an intelligent, devoted and efficient teacher, has taken 
one of the first and best steps towards true prosperity and success. 

6 ` 
TEXT BOOKS. 


An effort has been made by the school authorities to regulate, secure and maintain 
uniformity in text books; also'to cheapen the prices of the same. The success of all 
movements depend, to a great extent, on the unanimity of action secured in the pro- 
motion of theobject. t ` . 

The text books in the schools, with the exception of the readers, are those which 
have been in use during the last decade. The readers were objectionable, and al- 
though from year to year prominent teachers urged their- objections, yet the general 
disinclination to change, prevailed until recently. Changes are not desirable, and in 
our present immature financial condition are annoying.

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SCHOOL APPARATUS. 

To supply the district schools throughout the Territory with necessary school 

apparatus will require a considerable amount of means, as in some of the distiiets the 
furnishings are very meagre. - 


DONATIONS. ; 


It is respectfully suggested that there should be an agent appointed in behalf of the 
Territory to solicit and réceive benefactions, which may he mude to the common 
school fund of the Territory. If any of the States or Territories have claims upon the 
generosity of philanthropists throughout the nation for assistance in their educational 
efforts, surely Utah, whose inhabitants are engaged in reclaiming the most arid and 
forbidding portion of the publie domain, will not be forgotten.
